Election commissioners and ex- 
perts in their office estimate that less 
than 2000 enemy aliens voted on first pa- 
pers in St. Louis,in 1916.

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THE U. R. FRANCHISE TEST. 

President Wilson recently wrote a letter to the 
New Jersey Democrats on the duty and oppor- 
tunity of political parties in the new order of 
things produced by the war. He warned them 
that the day of privilege and special advantage 
in government has passed and the day of the 
common interests, the welfare of the masses of 
men and women who toil, has come. He warned 
them that only parties which disregarded party 
and personal and special interests to serve the 
people would survive. . 

This is the standard he suggested 4s the test 
of all measures: 

Is it just; is it for the benefit of the aver- 
age man, without influence or privilege; does: 
it embody in real fact the highest conception 
of social justice and of right dealing without 
respect of person or class or particular in- 
terest? 

This good counsel applies to all parties, Re- 
publicans as well as Democrats. It applies to 
municipal as well as state and national measures. 
We suggest that Mayor Kiel apply it to the United 
Railways franchise bill which awaits his signa 
ture. “Is it just? Is it for the benefit of the 
average man, without influence or privilege?” 
That is, does it serve the interests of all the peo- 
ple of St. Louis, “without respect of person or 
class or particular interest”? 

It gives the company an arbitrary capital value 
far in excess of investment and accepts this value 
as the basis of profit and purchase. 

It guarantees returns on _ this capital value 
which will pay interest and dividends on bonds 
and stocks which represent plunder taken from 
the people. It guarantees profit on plunder ac- 


| cumulated by disgraceful bribery and high finan- 


ciering. 

Yielding nearly all the tax revenue from the 
company hitherto enjoyed by the city for the os- 
tensible purpose of enabling the company to pay 


better wages and give better service, it permits the 
company to absorb tax revenue yielded by the city 
for the public benefit and practically - all the 
money taken from the people for service and pay 
it out in interest and dividends on watered se- 
curities. - 

“The company is charteréd to serve the people, 
but the bill contains no guarantee of good service, 
no guarantee that earnings above a fair return 
on investment will be devoted to maintaining and 
improving the service.

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THE REPUBLIC OF PONTUS. 


Many tender buds of national! aspirations have 
sprouted in the break-up of the established or. 
der of things in Eastern Europe and Asia Minor, 
but none seems more worthy of cherishing—so far 
as poetic justice is concerned—than that of the 
new republic of Pontus. 

It has been. something like 2000 years since 
Pontus amounted to much in the political affairs 
of the world. Some 300 years before the birth of 
Jesus it was an important kingdom, lying along 
the southern littoral of the Black Sea and extend- 
ing inward to the ancient lands of Parthia and 
Cappadocia. Some of its cities of those days sur- 
vive today in Sinope, Trebizond, Samsoun and 
Amasia, where its last illustrious ruler, Mithra- 
dates the Great, established his capital and he- 
guiled the leisure left him by his wars by en- 
couraging the foremost artists and scientists he 
could find. For a long time it resisted even the 
might of Rome, until it finally succumbed to the 
prowess of Pompey, and it has remained a vas- 
sal state ever since. 

Nevertheless, it is ong of Christianity’s oldest 
strongholds. It was converted in the first cen- 
tury after Christ and was a fruitful field for the 
labors of Gregory Theaumaturgus. Through 20 
centuries of oppression by pagan and Moham- 
medan it has remained Christian in faith and 
Greek in character. It contains a population of 


of the Greek Orthodox Church, 250,000 are clan- 
deatine communicants and 500,000 are G 
selmans. Its Christians support 2000 cHurches 
2200 priests, 1400 schools with enrollments of 
around 90,000 boys and girls, and 2000 instructors. 

The land itself is the most fertile of all that 
part of the world and its Christians contro! its 
business and its industries. For some time they 
have been quietly arming and drilling. Their 
leaders met in convention at Marseilles, France, 
in February, 
over the world, and proclaimed a republic, appeal- 
ing for support to the Bolsheviki in Russia and 
to the allies in the rest of Europe. 

Whether their project will ever be more than a

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AMERICANS AT THE FRONT. 

The announcement that American soldiers are 
to be brigaded with allied troops on the Somme 
battlefield is in itself significant of a newer and 
wiser war policy that has come out of the peril of 
the last few months. The cheerfulness with 
which we have put aside national vanity for the 
sake of expediency ought to be a great moral con- 
tribution to the common cause. 

Americans at home would have been delighted 
if our army could participate as a separate unit 
under its own commanders. They should take no 
less pleasure in its splendid willingness to sacri- 
fice its own ambitions to, the more practical 
needs of the hour. 

Divided responsibility has long been blamed 
for the strategic weaknesses of the allies. Only a 
few months ago a storm of indignant protest in 
England greeted the suggestion that Britain turn 
over her armies to an international command. But 
today sees those same armies gladly conceding 
direction to a French General and there is no 
popular outcry at home. 

Part of this changed spirit is no doubt due to 
the wishes of President Wilson and Secretary 
Baker. If America has succeeded in finding the 
way to such an arrangement, its contribution to 
the military strength of the enemies of Kaiserism 
is already tremendously important. That our 
soldiers should be content to do what we have 
told others they ought to do, is to add potent ex- 
ample to. potent precept.

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BRYAN TREATIES AND HOLLAND. 

Our reply to the protegt of the Netherlands over 
the commandeering of its shipping will be a ci- 
tation of Holland’s own authorities on inter- 
national law, it is said. Material for such a 
reply ought to be abundant. Hugo Grotius, Dutch 
lawyer who had reached the most interesting 
part of his career just about 300 years ago now, 
is called the father of modern international law. 


| The subject is one in which Dutch authors have 


specialized deeply, owing perhaps to Holland’s 
exposed position and the fact that its safety was 
peculiarly dependent on the observation of inter- 
national law. : 

In turn Holland newspapers advance the sug- 


gestion that the provisions of the Bryan peace 


treaties be resorted to for a settlement of the 
dispute, Holland being one of. the 30 countries 
with which these treaties have been negotiated. 
Adoption of the suggestion will involve no em- 
barrassment. It is true that one of the stipula- 
tions of those treaties provides that neither party 
to them can change its military status during 
the year allowed for discussion and that there 
can be no expansion in the army Or navy program 
of either, whereas our military preparations will 
‘have a continuous and enormous expansion dur- 
ing the coming year. 

A special clause in the treaty, however, pro- 
vides that if during the “‘period of investigation” 
either party feels itself being “menaced by a 
third power,” the matter shall be confidentially 
communicated to the other contracting nation, 
both contracting nations being thereupon released 
from the obligation not to increase their military 
establishments. To send a confidential communi- 
cation to the Netherlands Government will not be 
necessary. Everybody knows the third power 
from which our menace comes and that all our 
resources are dedicated to the thrashing of Ger- 
many.

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LABOR LOYALTY IN ENGLAND. 

There has been some discussion in England 
whether the word “dilutee,” now coming into 
common use there, is a good word. Some say 
it should be dilutant, or dilutor. But there is 
no disagreement as to the fact that the dil.:tees, 
or dilutants, or dilutors, have saved the day for 
industrial England in its task of making muni- 
tions and war supplies.

Skilled union workmen nave given 
these new recruits their course of intensive train- 
ing in actual shop work, and today the dilutees, 
3,000,000 in number, form two-thirds of the work- 
ing force of the essential war industries. William 
Mosses, a British labor léader, a visitor to St.

N the Spring the Kaiser’s fancy fondly turned to
